Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative has explained the managed runtime 
nature of the instant invention and further proferred some more concrete aspects thereof via proposed amendment to 
the claim such to better redefine some otherwise broader limitations, e.g. path of instrumentation data, or compiling 
from a common language into an executable. In regard to which, Examiner has also provided some suggestions to the 
effect of providing the claim with teachings that would be underlying or better represent what appear in the claims as 
some mere litteral concepts; and has shown some parts in the specifications that could be analyzed to impart such 
representation. Mostly, it has emphasized from the discussion how important it is to make the limitations specific and 
non-obvious, e.g. to evidence in the claims the non-obvious nature of a framework enabling a particular implementation 
of a common object that can be customized by the runtime user in view of the services, libraries or repository made 
available for the data to be fetched via remote calfeor query interfaces.. 
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
